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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant primarily asserts that Kubo cannot be cited to cure the deficiencies of Bohr because Kubo does not teach the Si, Ge, and C 
are used to adjust the lattice constant of a layer. Kubo discloses (col. 4, lines 26-52) that a SiGeC layer is formed adjacent to an Si layer 
to obtain a FET having high operational speed. The SiGeC layer has high carrier mobility and may serve as a channel. The SiGeC layer 
can be formed to minimize lattice misfit with the Si layer or can be made to have a lower lattice constant than the Si layer. Kubo 
specifically teaches reasons for forming and Si layer with Ge and C and therefore properly cures the deficiencies of Bohr. For these 
reasons, the rejection is proper and will remain final. 
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
